OF FOURTH FLYING

BILLINGS, Mont., Nov. 18 
(AP)—Eight men were killed yes- 
terday afternoon when the fourth 
Air Force C-119 Flying Boxcar to 
crash in 11 days fell and burned 
in a muddy field 12 miles east of 
the south central Montana city. 

The eight deaths raised to 91 
the number of servicemen killed 
in “boxcar” crackups since Nov. 7. 

Four of the dead in the Mon- 
tana crash were burned to death 
when the two-engined craft 
plowed into the ground while at- 
tempting to make an emergency 
landing. Four died of injuries. 

Eight others, including the 
pilot and co-pilot, were rushed to 
two Billings hospitals. Attend- 
ants said two were in serious con- 
dition. . 

The Afr Force withheld identi- 
fication of the dead pending 
notification of next of kin. None 
of the survivors was from the St. 
Louis area. 

Bound for Edmonton, Alta. in 
Canada, to Denver, the plane 
crashed in cloudy weather al- 
though visibility was good. 

Two English Royal Air Force 
officers, who were hitching a ride 
to Denver on their way to spend 
leaves in Los Angeles, escaped 
from the flaming wreckage and 
walked to a nearby highway with- 
in minutes after the crash at 3:30 
p.m. (St. Louis time). 

They said in a hospital inter- 
view that “something went bang 
at about 6000 feet.”

In a letter to Frederick Coy- 
kendall, chairman of the univer- 
sity’s trustees, dated Nov. 15 and 
made public yesterday, Eisenhow- 
er wrote from Augusta, Ga., 
where he was vacationing, that 
his “recent election to the Presi- 
dency of the United States now 
makes it impossible for me to 
continue longer as a member of 
the Columbia administrative 
group.” He offered also his res- 
ignation as “an active trustee” of 
the university. 

Eisenhower accepted the presi- 
dency of the university Oct. 12, 
1948. On Dec. 19, 1950, he went 
on leave to serve as supreme al- 
lied commander of NATO. He 
noted in his letter that he has 
“been on leave without pay from 
Columbia University since Febru- 
ary 1951.” 

“Possibly I have delayed too 
long in submitting to you my for- 
mal resignation,” the General 
wrote. “For this, preoccupation 
in other matters has been the 
cause.” He asked that the letter 
be taken as his “formal resigna- 
tion,” effective Jan. 19. “If you 
feel,” he added, “that the effec- 
tive date should be earlier than 
Jan. 19, I would appreciate time- 
ly notice to this effect.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (UP)— 
Senator Hickenlooper (Rep.), 
lowa, said today the Congression- 
al Atomic Energy Committee will 
“review the entire hydrogen pic- 
ture,” with special attention to 
“the security slips that may have 
occurred” in the recent nuclear 
tests. 

Hickenlooper, ranking Republi- 
can Senator on the committee 
and its prospective chairman, told 
a reporter ‘we are ahead of the 
Communists in this grim compe- 
titibn for nuclear power—a com- 
petition which they have forced 
upon us.” . 

“Before they think about wag- 
ing aggressive war, they had best 
stop, look and listen,” Hicken- 
looper said. 

Questions Readiness for Use. 

At Pasadena, Calif.; Dr. Lee A. 
Dubridge, president of the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology, 
said he does not believe the 
United States has any hydrogen 
bombs ready for “actual use.” 

In a statement commenting on 
the Atomic Energy Commission’s 
Sunday announcement that a 
“thermonuclear” experiment had 
been successful, Dr. Dubridge 
said: 

“There is a wide gap between a 
test showing that the hydrogen 
reaction can be accomplished and 
the actual preparation of a hydro- 
gen bomb. 

“I can only emphasize that the 
AEC statement refers to ‘experi- 
ments contributing to the thermo- 
nuclear weapon research.’ 

“This clearly emphasizes that 
such weapons are still in the re-

VA Denies Its Hospitals Treat 
Many Not Entitled to Service 


V. Adm. Boone Replies to Doctor’s Charge 


That Unneeded 
-. Being Built 


Institutions Are 
by Agency. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP)— 
The Veterans’ Administration’s 
medical director today emphati- 
cally denied that veterans’ hospi- 
tals are primarily serving vet- 
erans who Lave no right to such 
service. 

The VA’s medical director, re- 
tired V. Adm. Joel T. Boone, also 
said it just is not so that un- 
needed VA hospitals are being 
built at “a staggering cost to the 
taxpayers.” 

The charges were made by Dr. 
R. J. Wilkinson of Huntington, 
W.Va., in a speech last week in 
Miami before the Southern Medi- 
cal Association, of which he is 
president. Boone said he was 
sending Dr. Wilkinson a clipping 
of a newspaper account and ask- 
ing if he was quoted correctly. 

“As I am responsible for the 
conduct of the medical program 
of the Veterans’ Administration 
and therefore must assume that 
if you are correctly quoted, the 
brunt of your invective is ad- 
dressed to me,” Boone wrote Dr. 
Wilkinson. 

“Invidious Innuendo.” 

“When I first read this article, 
I was shocked to think that a 
physician trained to approach all 
questions on the basis of truth 
and scientific facts, could be de- 
livered of such a conglomeration 
of invidious innuendo, misstate- 
ments, half-truths and even un- 
truths as are contained in these 
few paragraphs.” 

Boone noted that Dr. Wilkinson 
had been quoted as saying that 
90 per cent of the patients in the 
VA’s hospitals are there for dis- 
abilities not connected with their 
service. He said actually 35 per 
cent of the patients are being 
treated for service-connected ail- 
ments, and about 90 per cent of 
the others would never receive 
treatment if they had to pay for it. 

“The statement that many of 
these do not need hospitalization 
is, in my opinion, a slander on 
the medical profession—and on 
some of the most outstanding men 
in it,” Boone said. “These patients 
are admitted after examination 
and determination by qualified 
physicians that they are in need 
of hospitalization. 

“It appears to me that a physi- 
cian, after examining a patient, 
is the best known authority as 
to his medical needs. Certainly 
he is better qualified than another | 
physician ... who has never seen | 


the patient.” 

Dr. Boone also said Dr. Wilkin- | 
son had been quoted: “A careful 
study might reveal the startling 
fact that many of those who are 
admitted are encouraged to be 
dishonest by falsifying their ap- 
plication in claiming pauperism.” 

“Not only does this article come 
near to charging charlatanism on 
the part of doctors,” Dr. Boone 
commented, “it now attempts, by 
implication, to convict responsible 
officials of actual criminal 
ae 

“Actually, the law does not re- 
quire that an applicant claim to 
be apauper. Thestatment is that 
in his opinion fe cannot afford 
to pay for the medical care else- 
where. A cursory thought will 
point out a vast difference in the 
two.” , 

Boone said “I categorically 
deny the truth” of the statement 
that beds are “occupied by vet- 
erans who are not rightfully 
entitled to this service.” He said 
that “every patient in a VA hos- 
pital is a veteran, except for an 
infinitesimal number who are 
taken in for emergency treatment 
as a humanitarian act, and all are 
admitted after their eligibility is 


for injuries or illnesses contract- 
ed while they were in military 
service, and an additional 20 per 
cent are being treated for condi- 
tions. which affect their service- 
connected disabilities, he said. 
The remaining two thirds of the 
patients are receiving treatment 
for ailments centracted after leav- 
ing military service. 

He pointed out the Veterans’ 
Administration has no authority 
to investigate the required cer- 
tificate by veterans with non-serv- 
ice connected disabilities that 
they are unable to pay for their 
medical care.

Ridgway Faces Hard Facts.

Matthew D. Ridgway’s brand new 
supreme headquarters at Marly, 
three groups of hard facts pos- 
sess central importance. 

First, there is the disappear- 
ance of the time of warning. At 
Korea-time, the western intelli- 
gence services were counting on 
two months’ advance warning, by 
such signs as building up of am- 
munition stockpiles, before the 
Soviets threw their eastern Euro- 
pean armies against the west. In 
1951, the estimated warning time 
had gone. down to one month.

The Day of Patronage 


A party coming to power after years in the 
political desert might eye federal jobs about as 
a coyote eyes a rabbit. Understandably, many 
Republicans are now talking patronage. But to 
the victor today belong rather limited spoils. 

More than 93 per cent of all federal jobs are 
now protected by civil service. The Civil Service 
Commission chairman, Robert Ramspeck, says 
the Eisenhower Administration will be able to 
change fewer than 25,000 of the 2,500,000 fed- 
eral employes. 

Among the remaining unprotected posts are 
highly important offices. For example, the next 
President could, in filling vacancies, give his 
party control of eight of the nine key federal 
regulatory bodies. But the interests of partisan- 
ship here are subject to a higher consideration: 
the way these posts are filled will help establish 
the record of the new Administration. 

The regulatory agencies are, generally, those 
of the alphabetical names. Many were estab- 
lished before the New Deal. They regulate 
power and gas companies, fair trade and com- 
petition, railroads and trucking, stock exchanges, 
radio and telephone and so on. 

In short, these agencies often stand between 
the public and the possible misuse of economic 
power. And much of the progressive legislation 
now on the books is no better than the enforce- 
ment provided by these boards and commis- 
sions. 

The Federal Power Commission offers an il- 
lustration. After President Truman vetoed the 
Kerr natural gas bill, which would have restrict- 
ed the FPC’s regulatory power, the FPC itself 
refused to employ the authority which the veto 
had protected for it. This administrative abdi- 
cation may cost gas consumers millions. 

The only commissioner who opposed this abdi- 
cation was Thomas F. Buchanan. He was the 
target of the oil and gas lobby. And his reap- 
pointment has not after many months been con- 
firmed by the Senate. Future appointments will 
show whether the FPC—and other such agencies 
—will vigorously champion the public interest, 
or bow to the very groups they are supposed to 
regulate. 

Gen. Eisenhower promised, in his campaign, 
to protect the ‘social gains of the nation. The 
federal regulatory agencies were established spe- 
cifically for that purpose. And the appointments 
to them will determine how much protection 
the public gets.

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Thoughts for a Traffic Jam 

We don’t know just why, but as the days get 
shorter the traffic jams in the rush hour seem 
to get worse. Between four and six p.m. this 
entire metropolitan area heaves and groans as 
thousands of people suddenly decide to go 
somewhere else in a hurry. What to do about 
it? For St. Louisans who need something to 
occupy their minds while waiting for the traffic 
jam to clear, we suggest these thoughts:

2. With surface ‘streets clogged and daily be- 
coming more so, six-lame expressways that will 
eliminate intersections offer the most effective 
way of relieving congestion. 

3. The State Highway Department with federal 
aid stands ready to spend eight millfon dollars a 
year for the next 10 years on St. Louis area 
expressways. In return, the community need only 
consent to have the expressways built, and con- 
tribute one-half the cost of acquiring right of 
way. 

4. Local opposition to the proposed route has 
indefinitely postponed the start of work on the 
Daniel Boone expressway, intended to carry traf- 
fic from downtown west to Highway 40. 

5. Local opposition is now being whipped up to 
the route of the Mark Twain expressway, which 
would carry traffic from downtown northwest to 
the airport and beyond. 

6. If each proposed route In turn is defeated 
by local opposition, the state and federal govern- 
ments will spend their expressway funds in Kan- 
sas City, St. Joseph, or elsewhere. 

These thoughts, when sufficiently revolved in 
the mind of St. Louisans anxious to see some 
improvement in the costly, wasteful and time- 


consuming traffic situation, inevitably produce 
these questions: 

1. When is the metropolitan area going to get 
moving in a positive fashion on the expressway 
program? 

2. When are civic and political leaders in both 
city and countygoing to get together and resist 
local opposition in behalf of the general good 
of the community, which urgently demands ex- 

» pressways?

Proposals for revision of the state nursing 
home law are almost certain to be offered in 
the next Missouri General Assembly. A thorough 
examination of how such homes have been oper- 
ating under the existing statute is called for. 

The first item in any imquiry certainly should 
be the question of compliance. It is no secret 
that some privately-operated establishments not 


only have ignored the law but have done so with 


impunity. Some have failed even to obtain state 
licenses. Conditions in a few of them have been 
described as frightful. 

Compliance requires supervision. An opera- 
tors’ group, the Missouri Association of Licensed 
Nursing Homes, has urged increases in license 
fees as a revenue source from which a larger 
force of inspectors can be paid. Lack of funds 
for this purpose has handicapped the State 
Health Department to such an extent that some- 
what less than a handful of inspectors are now 
employed. 

The homes also ought to be grouped, licensed 
and supervised on the basis of the service sold, 
be it nursing, rest and recuperation, or just 
plain boarding. Provided such regulations were 
adequately enforced, this could raise standards 
throughout the industry. 

Operators also intend to seek increases in 
State old-age pensions for those in need of spe- 
cial care. The present maximum pension of $55 
a month is obviously far too low for a person 
who is both old and in need of constant medical 
attention. 

That of course is a separate problem. What is 
required first is adequate enforcement of exist- 
ing nursing home regulations. Improvements in 
the basic law and in pensions then properly fol- 
low, Other improvements are certain to occur 
to legislators if they dig deeply enough. 

And certainly they should. The demand for 
space for elderly persons in homes is growing 
apace with the advancing age of the population. 
It has created a whole new field of care, and 
the public interest demands that it be carefully 
supervised to prevent the unscrupulous from 
exploiting the aged. 
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The Weshing Waves a Welcome 

The Duke of Edinburgh has played the part of 
discretion in coming to terms with the wash 
lines of Harlow New Town. Prior to his visit to 
that English community there were rumors of 
rumors that the Queen’s husband did not like to 
see the week’s washing flapping on the lines of 
a Monday morning. At Buckingham Palace the 
proper authorities went into proper action and 
the announcement was issued that the Duke 
likes very much to see the washing out on the 
line. 

The Duke had better like to see it. As well 
decree that Saturday evenings should be blue, 
and Monday mornings the occasion for joyous 
festivities, as try to tinker with the ceremonial 
of the weekly wash. As inviolately as the tides 
move in and out in their ordained rhythm, so 
does the washing of a household move from the 
person to the hamper to the tub to the clothes- 
line and back to the person, only to repeat again 
its inexorable cycle. 

To visiting royalty, the sight of a clothesline 
with blue shirts bravely flying from it, and 
pink petticoats, and blue jeans, and white dia- 
pers, should be the most welcome of welcoming 
sights. In no other way can a town be made so 
bright with banners. They testify, with the em- 
phasis of every passing breeze, that here are 
townspeople who have the dual virtues of work- 
ing hard to get dirty and then working hard to 
get clean again—who are ambitious, and indus- 
trious, and hard on their clothes—who have 
plenty to do and are up at it. 
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A New Attack on Fee-Splitting 

In denouncing medical fee-splitting, the 
American College of Osteopathic Surgeons fol- 
lows the lead of the American Medical Associa- 
tion. Though the A.M.A. code declares that 
“when a patient is referred by one physician 
to another... the giving or receiving of a com- 
mission ,.. under any guise or pretext what- 
ever is unethical,’ the practice still persists. 
Statutes making it illegal in 23 states have not 
wiped it out. In large cities, particularly in 
Chicago and New York, fee-splitting is reported 
to be widespread, according to Editorial Re- 
search Reports. 

As this last-named authority says in words 
which so candidly reveal the nature of the 
transaction: “Leaders of the medical profession 
believe the patient's trust in his doctor is shaken 
by knowledge that a private commercial deal has 
been arranged in connection with his illness.” 
Columbus, O., finally cured this disease of the 
medical profession. Writing of the Columbus 
cure in The Modern Hospital, Greer Williams 
said “fee-splitting frequently leads to over- 
charges and to unnecessary surgery,” and “‘its 
existence is prima facie evidence of dishonesty.” 

Continued existence of fee-splitting should be 
an admonition to every member of the medical 
profession: “Physician, heal thyself.” 
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Prospect at Jefferson City 

Gov.-elect Phil M. Donnelly was stronger than 
the Democratic party in Missouri much as Pres- 
ident-Elect Eisenhower was stronger than the 
Republican party in Congress. This is a curious 
set of similarities based on opposite influences 
at the polls. 

When the Missouri Legislature meets next 
January, the Senate will still be Democratic 
but by a much closer margin, 18 to 16, since 
the Republicans gained three seats in a body 
with a total membership of only 34. The House, 
however, will be Republican as a result of gains 
which were not anticipated. On the basis of 
returns which in some cases are still unofficial, 
the Republicans won 83 of the State Representa- 
tive posts; the Democrats won 74. The Speaker 
will be a member of the G.O.P. and Republicans 
will organize and control the committees. Had 
Howard Elliott of Ladue not yielded his House 
seat to run for Governor, he would soon be 
wielding the gavel as he did in recent House 
sessions run by the Republicans. 

This divided Legislature does not need to 
result in bickering and wasted effort, The last 
Illinois Legislature worked unusually well with 
a Democratic Governor, Adlai E. Stevenson. 
There is no sound reason why Gov.-elect Don- 
nelly and both branches of the Missouri Legis- 
lature should not serve the state well. And 
there are many reasons why they should,

LONDON. 

Three thousand miles away—in Britain 
—millions of people are watching Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson—wondering what will 
happen to the man who became Britain's 
idol almost overnight. 

And if, on Jan, 21, Mr. Stevenson is at 
a loss where to turn, let me tell him that 
they are longing to meet him over here. 
For Britons feel that Stevenson must not 
be allowed to sink back into the shadows 
of Springfield. 

Over here, his fight from the obscurity 
of the Governor's mansion to next-to-last 
step to the White 
House has aroused 
nation-wide acclama- 
tion. To Britons, he 
seemed the exact op- 
posite of how they 
always imagine 
American politicians. 
Three. thousand 
miles of ocean made 
Stevenson appear a 
saint at a time when 
America and the 
world so _ badly 
need a vision. 

Stevenson, Britons 
thought, had it all. 
Strength of § char- 
acter, mature judgment, a liberal outlook 
and above all, a sparkling wit. His charm 
and his culture captivated countless people. 

Britain felt for Stevenson as it had done 
for no other American in post-war years 
—except Ike. That paradox of expression 
resolved itself in the last few weeks. 

To Britons who served under him—and 
thousands did—Ike was the smiling, easy- 
going, war-time general; the man who 
handed. out 20 cigarettes where Montgom- 
ery only gave 10; the honorary citizen of 
London: the confidant of Churchill. But 
the English couldn't see him as a politician. 

To them, American statesmanship has 
always been summed up in one word— 
Roosevelt. Truman was Roosevelt's chosen 
successor, so he was accepted—even if not 
so a@mired. In Stevenson, they saw a re- 
incarnation of the Roosevelt who was 
Britain’s most respected foreign friend. 
That's one reason for his popularity. 

Even more important, however, is the 
fact that Stevenson was the unknown— 
the little man—the outsider Britons so 
dearly love to back. They felt he was one

of them—a fighter against great and, as it 
turned out, overwhelming odds. 

The Roosevelt aura, added to the un- 
known-man-makes-good touch, accounted 
for Britain’s swift and all-out appraisal of 
the Democratic candidate. It was so great 
that in the four months Stevenson’s star 
flitted across the political sky his fame 
spread throughout the British Isles. 

In newspapers from the respected Times 
to the noisy Mirror, the Illinois Governor 
was idolized. In the cocktail bars along 
Piccadilly, sophisticated Londoners prided 
themselves on repeating Adlai’s latest 
adage. Even in the fish queues, house- 
wives swapped Stevenson’s sayings. 

And fame of fames, he was one of the 
objects in Britain’s radio program “‘Twenty 
Questions.” 

How was it that Stevenson became so 
widely known? 

As in America, television got him across. 
His public speeches and televised fireside 
chats appeared almost regularly over here 
as they did on American screens, 

His now famous phrase about ° “the 
three monkeys of campaigning, see no evil, 
if it's Republican, hear no evil, unless it’s 
Democratic, and speak no evil until Sen- 
ator Taft says it’s O.K.”, was told and re- 
told by every television viewer. 

Though they didn’t say so publicly, 
Britons hoped sincerely for a Stevenson 
win. Even the bookmakers were fooled by 
this wishful Stevenson thinking. Many 
made him the favorite in the presidential 
stakes and Britons—always eager for a 
gamble—put their money on their new- 
found hero. 

It was 7 o'clock in the morning here in 
Britain avhen we heard the news. Many 
found it difficult to hide their disappoint- 
ment. 

As my newspaper seller told me: “Stev- 
enson looked as though he really meant 
what he said about peace and prosperity.” 
And even though at the same time they 
liked, and still do like Ike, that feeling was 
widespread throughout Britain. 

That’s why they now want to meet the 
oracle of Illinois in the flesh. 

So if you're looking for more cheering 
crowds and more eager listeners, Mr. 
Stevenson, take a trip over here. 

If you do, London will probably add the 
name of Adlai E. Stevenson to the roll of 
hénorary citizens that already bears the 
signature of Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


Space for All the Cars

City planning consultant Harland Bar- 
tholomew is right in his insistence that the 
first need in Washington’s highway pro- 
gram is better public transportation. ‘No 
metropolitan city, including Washington,” 
the latest Bartholomew report observes, 
“has or can possibly provide enough street 
space to accommodate a transportation sys- 
tem composed primarily of private motor 
vehicles.” 

That is Washington’s problem in a nut- 
shell, and it is important that this and the 
attendant parking problem be considered 
before the city is irrevocably committed to 
a large highway building program. In this 
connection we applaud the decision of the 
National Capital Regienal Planning Coun- 
cil to take up the Bartholomew proposal 


for a mass transit survey. No one familiar 
with the transit-parking problem can be- 
lieve that there is an easy solution. 

Even a piecemeal answer will depend on 
co-operation of the merchants in banning 
some downtown on-street parking, on des- 
ignating certain streets for express bus 
service, on ultimate unified area transit 
operation as well as regulation, 

All this calls for a combined effort of 
private business, the transit companies and 
the municipal governments in the area. At 
least the transit survey can help point up 
the problem. For, necessary as are new 
streets and bridges, without accompanying 
efforts to popularize public transportation 
they may actually increase the danger of 
downtown blight.

The Light That Failed 
OSCAR WILDE, by St. John Ervine. (William Mor- 
row & Co., 336 pgs., $3.50.) 

This is neither an idolatrous biography 
nor a muckraking debunking. Mr. Ervine 
is too caustic for the one and too fair for 
the other, Rather it is a realistic, pun- 
gently phrased appraisal of a man who 
came into the world with a small talent 
and did little with it. In Mr. Ervine’s 
blunt words, Wilde “cast such pearls as 
he could before swine, and then wallowed 
with the swine ‘at the trough.”

He tags 
Wilde as a “minimum poet” and a “medi- 
ocre dramatist,” but concedes that “The - 
Ballad of Reading Gaol” is “one of the 
noblest poems in our language.” 


He compares Wilde with Shaw: two 
men, one of genius and one of talent. who 
came out of Ireland at the same time to 
change the face of England. “The mind 
of Shaw soared far above the mind of 
Wilde, and none who had the happiness to 
come under that gracious influence can 
feel otherwise than grateful for the ex- 
perience. But Wilde, too, had a thing to 
say. How strange it is that this man, 
whose art was slight and his defilement 
deep, should have kept his hold on men’s 
attention all these years.” 


Mr. Ervine has written a clear-eyed, in- 
cisive study which will del ght the intelli- 
gent reader. This is what happens when 
a highly literate writer takes up a con- 
genial theme.

Japanese Film Stories 


RASHOMON AND OTHER STORIES. by Ryunosuke 
Akutagewa. (Liveright, |i9 pags., $2.) 
“Rashomon,” the widely acclaimed Japa- 

nese film which won the grand prize at 

the twelfth International Film Festival has 
its source two short stories by Ryunosuke 

Akutagawa. The two, “Rashomon” and “In 

the Grove,” along with four others have 

been issued in English translation. 


The stories are said to be representative 
of Akutagawa’s work. They are quite 
varied, but each has an underlying theme 
of violence treated with a restraint that is 
unmatched in contemporary Western liter- 
ature. Each is powerful. Each is touched 
by a satiric humor and a moralistic view- 
point. Each has unusual merit. 

Of the six, I prefer “Kesa and Morito.” 
This pair of monologues shows two lovers 
plotting to kill the husband of the woman 
involved. Akutagawa’s presentation of their 
meditations is a masterful study in human 
motivation. “The Dragon’ and “Yam 
Gruel” are notable for their sharply drawn 
characters. This author's treatment of his 
characters is seldom sympathetic, but al- 
ways definitive. 

Much credit goes to those who assisted 
in the presentation of this collection. How- 
ard Hibbett’s excellent critical and inter- 
pretative introduction does much to en- 
lighten the reader not acquainted with 
Japanese literature. Takashi Kojinia made 
the translation. And finally, five halftones 
and two line drawings by M. Kuwata evi- 
dence much of the same restraint that 
marks the narrative.

Joseph W. Dawson, executive 
director of the Baptist Joint Com- 
mittee on Public Affairs, issued a 
statement saying denial of federal 
funds to church schools did not 
mean the Government “is or 
should be hostile to religion.” 

“It is not the function of Gov- 
ernment to aid religion financially 
or to participate in the affairs of 
church,” he asserted. 

Dawson's statement was a reply 
to a 3000-word statement issued 
by the Catholic bishops after their 
annual meeting here last week. 

The bishops — without naming 
anyone—had deplored what they 
called efforts to divorce religion 
from education and “to remove all 
influence of religion from public 
life.” 

They declared that denial of 
such services as tax-supported bus 
transportation for _ parochial 
schools “can be regarded as an 
utterly unfair and short sighted 
policy.” The bishops also ex- 
pressed alarm over what they 
called “efforts to create a mo- 
nopoly of education for a secular-

Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter 
celebrated the first mass to be

_two weeks after the University of 
‘Kentucky, which City College de- 
| feated en route to its famous twin 
tournament victory in 1950, an-

sion.

American Can’t Escape Detection 
In Russia, Shoes Give Him Away 


U.S. Embassy Attache Says Red Rulers 
Want to Conquer World Without 
Fighting for It. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP) — 
An ordinary American doesn’t 
have a chance to escape detec- 
tion in Russia. His shoes give him 
away. 

That bit of news came today 
from Frank W. Rounds Jr., who 
returned from Moscow recently 
after an 18-month tour of duty 
with the American embassy. 

In a chatty interview published 
by U. S. News & World Report, 
a weekly magazine, Rounds made 
these principal points: 

1. The Russian people don’t 
want war—but they’re afraid of 
it. Their rulers want to conquer 
the world, without fighting for it. 

2. It isn’t impossible, as it is 
widely believed, for an American 


'to talk to a Russian. He can even 


visit his house. But not very fre- 


quently—for the Russian’s sake. 

3. The people are _ divided 
about 50-50 over anti-American 
plays. 

4. The Russians don’t drink 
much and their women never go 
out to public eating and drinking 
places. There is little vice. 

Women Aren’t Pretty. 

5. The Russian women aren’t 
very pretty. “There are,” he said, 
“very few good-looking women.” 

6. The death of Premier Stalin 
conceivably could cause the Rus- 
sian leadership to crack up in a 
fight for power. 

The Russians can tell an Amer- 
ican primarily by his_ shoes. 
“That’s the sure test,” said

HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 18. 

NE of my favorite indoor pastimes is listening

HIS TELEVISION CITY, which is what CBS 
calls this thing, is a wondrously impressive lump 
of masonry, the corridors stretching into what 
seems like infinity. It covers eight acres and 
somehow it manages to house only four studios, 
all of them tremendous. Among its many tech- 
nical wenders are lighting switchboards which 
memorize—so help me Hannah—all the lighting 
instructions and then go ahead and perform them 
without further ado. The technicians view this 
monster with undisguised loathing, fearing that it 
may some day cost all of them their jobs. 

The actors also take a dim view. The first actor 
I saw was lounging in the front row cf one of 
the audience studios before the 107-foot stage. 
“Reminds you of a Soviet tire factory, doesn’t it?” 
he remarked pleasantly. Actually, it does—but it 
won't when they get the carpets down and when 
the smell of paint dries.

LATER, I ENCOUNTERED Marie Wilson, other- 
wise known as My Friend Irma, who — along with 
the new Freeway and Forest Lawn Cemetery—is 
one of the scenic wonders of southern California. 
(An absolute must for all tourists.) She was drift- 
ing down one of the endless corridors in search of 
the rest of her cast. Quite sensibly she was wear- 
ing sneakers, which helped some, but not much, 
to bridge the distances. “Next week, no legs!” she 
muttered. She trotted away and was soon lost to 
view, concealed by the curvature of the earth. 

Far more voluble in his dissatisfaction is Rich- 
ard Whorf, the capable director of “My Friend 
Irma.” “You and I could design something better 
than this with both arms broken,” he observed. 
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THE CBS OPERATIVE who was showing me 
around took these protests lightly. “‘The talent 
was consulted about everything, even the closets. 
Still, they beef. You can’t satisfy actors.” 

There is some truth but not the whole truth 
{n this statement. Actually, there are irreconcilable 
differences in temperament and outlook between 
the actors who populate the TV stages and the 
engineers who design them. 

Gordon Strang, who designed the NBC Burbank 
studios, where the audience is all—as it were— 
in the balcony and there is nothing equivalent to 
the orchestra seat, says: “This is what we should 
have done 10 years ago. We never could because 
the actors wanted the audience where they could 
kiss them.” He paused a moment and then added 
a thought which typifies the difference between 
engineers and actors: “Of course, the audience is 
an awful nuisance to engineers. We spend much 
too much money on them.” 
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THE FIRST THOUGHT that occurred to me 
looking at this balcony-type auditorium is that the 
comedian would have a time playing to an audi- 
ence over his head without getting a crick in his 
neck. This suspicion was confirmed by Bob Hope 
who was one of the first entertainers to do a show 
from the new NBC studio. 

“You have to tell a joke like this,” he said, 
craning his neck way backwards. “The cameras 
are here and the people are up there. Whom do 
you look at? You get right in the middle of a joke 
and the man with the headphones walks right in 
front of you, making with the signs. How can a 
man tell a joke under conditions like that. These 
theaters were built for the comedians and the 
comedians hate them.” (Not all of them. Jimmy 
Durante, who has an angelic disposition anyhew, 
told me he likes the new setup fine. But then, 
Durante plays straight to the cameras, not to the 
audience. He’s for the guy at home.) 
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ANOTHER OF HOPE’S complaints—and a valid 
one—is the large screen in the studio which re- 
produces the picture. we see at home. “The people 
look first at the comedian on the stage for the 
first half of the joke. Then they look up at the 
screen for the punch line. Their eyes are con- 
stantly jumping from one place to another. The 
comedian is competing with himself for their at- 
tention.” For his next show Hope is going to take 
the darn thing out.

HAVE always been afraid that Tiny, my boxer, might get 
bored as the famous little white goat of Monsieur Seguin, 
and so I am constantly trying to find entertainment for 


Last Wednesday morning I 
saw one of her favorite play- 
mates, a small brown dog, 
trotting around the rose bed.

HE oldest child always has, with the full approval of all 
T concerned, certain rights and privileges pertaining to his 

dignity. This is traditional. That is right and reasonable 
within limitations. 

It is right that the oldest child should feel some responsi- 
bility toward his younger brothers and sisters, but he should 
not overstep the line between helpfulness and bullying. 

The latter can happen when fathers and mothers, busy 
with other family affairs, leave too much authority and re- 
sponsibility to the oldest child. If by nature the child is self- 
ish, he is likely to dominate the others and if he is lacking in 
the necessary control they are likely to dominate him, or her. 


It is unfair to him because in his inexperience, he loses the

THE OLDEST GIRL is likely to be overburdened by the 
demands of the younger ones. Often, it is she who steps aside 
for the benefit of the weaker one, or the more gifted one. It is 
usually her lot to be left in the homestead to care for her aged 
parents. The rest of the family took her service for granted 
and she may have been deprived of a family and home of her 
own in consequence. 

The oldest son sometimes carries more responsibility than 
his share, but oftener it is the daughter. Wise parents guard 
against depriving one child in favor of another and make 
sharing of all family experiences a family duty.

BUT THERE IS something else regarding this oldest child. 
Parents are likely to look upon this child with almost. blind 
affection, especially if he is a boy. Whatever he does is won- 
derful. He can do no wrong and when the other children 
complain about his dominance, or his selfishness, they are met 
with, “Shoo, shoo, now. He is your oldest brother, He should 
know more about things than you do. Run along and be nice 
to him.” 

When he grows older this attitude is even more apparent. 
Special dishes are cooked for him, his clothes are more care- 
fully selected and cared for than those of his brothers, until 
an antagonism is born in the minds of the younger children. 

A family should be as close a unit as possible. They are 
likely to be individual enough without accenting any special 
child. Spread the affection, the services, the appreciation and 
s0 do well by all the children.

Few Tips on 
Preparing | 
Potatoes

6é¢f\F COURSE, everybody 
Q) knows how to cook pota- 
toes.” I heard this com- 

ment not long ago. But I’m not 
so sure. Everyone should know 
how to treat this vegetable that 
appears on tables more often than 


any other. There are a few points - 


both about selection and cooking 
that, perhaps, should be stressed. 

In the first place, be sure the 
potatoes you purchase are clean. 
You should not pay for a weight 
of earth. Then be sure the pota- 
toes have no green tinge. This is 
a sign that they were dug before 
they were quite ready. If you use 
baked potatoes often, make sure 
—if you buy them by the bag or 
package—that there are enough 
of the right size. Of course, the 
Idahos, each separately wrapped, 
are sold particularly for baking. 
They may be too large for the 
appetites of the family and, in 
any case, they are comparatively 
expensive. 

Even when potatoes look clean, 
they need a thorough washing. If 
you like, you may then grease the 
skins before baking although this 
is not necessary for good results. 
It is a good idea to bake more 
than you need for one meal. Be- 
fore storing baked potatoes in the 
refrigerator, I like to pare them 
as they will have a more delicate 
flavor when using them for 
creaming or frying. 

I prefer a moderately hot oven 
(425 degrees F.) for baking. The 
time will depend upon the size of 
the potatoes. To test, press with a 
towel and when soft immediately 
remove from the oven and break 
the skins open. This is important, 
as otherwise they will be soggy 
rather than mealy. Even if pota- 
toes must wait for a time before 
serving, they should be broken 
open and then wrapped in a towel 
and kept in a warm place. 

When potatoes are to be boiled, 
select those of even size or cut 
the large potatoes to correspond 
in size with those that are small- 
er. Old potatoes are usually best 
pared before boiling, as they will 
have a more delicate flavor. If 
they are to be mashed, they 
should be drained and put 
through a ricer and then beaten 
thoroughly with hot milk, butter 
and seasoning. It is amazing how 
different one batch of potatoes 
can be from another. By the way, 
it should be mentioned that pota- 
toes will boil just as well when 
cooked in water to half-cover as 
they will in a larger amount of 
water—if:the kettle is kept tight- 
ly covered. 

Stuffed Baked Potatoes 

Wash and scrub six even-sized 
potatoes. Remove blemishes and 
grease skins lightly with fat. Bake 
on rack of moderately hot oven 
(425 degrees F.) 40 to 60 minutes, 
until potatoes are soft when 
pressed with a towel. Remove 
from oven. Cut slices from sides 
of potatoes, scoop out inside with 
a teaspoon, and put through ricer. 
Beat in butter or margarine and 
enough hot milk to give a creamy 
consistency. Beat until light and 
fluffy. Season to taste with salt 
and pepper. Pile mixture lightly 
in potato shells. Arrange in shal- 
low baking pan and bake in hot 
oven (450 degrees F.) about 10 
minutes, until lightly browned. 
Yield: six servings. 

Savory Mashed Potatoes 

Six medium-sized potatoes, four 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
one-third to one-half cup hot 
milk, salt, pepper, two _ table- 
spoons finely minced onion, two 
tablespoons minced parsley. 

Scrub potatoe; and cook in 
large amount of boiling salted 
water 20 to 30 minutes, until 
tender. Drain and peel if pota- 
toes have not been pared, and 
shake in pan over low heat to dry. 
Put potatoes through ricer. Beat 
in butter or margarine and 
enough hot milk to give a creamy 
consistency. Season to taste with 
salt and pepper and add minced 
onion and parsley. Beat thor- 
Ougnly. Serve at once. Yield: six 
servings, about four cups mashed 
potatoes. 


Tasty Tricks 


To figure how many beans to 
cook, remember that a cup of 
cooked beans per person is a 
good average allowance, or one- 
third to one-half cup uncooked 
beans per person. Add one tea- 
spoon salt for each cup of un- 
cooked beans when half done.

NEW YORK. 

AY after day in all walks of 

life we meet people who are 

so worried about the state of 
the world that to them hardly 
anything is worth doing. For in- 
stance, they do not want to start 
new methods of education and 
can hardly bear to think of build- 
ing anything because they are 
sure we are going to be engulfed 
by Communism and that unless 
we suppress this terrible evil in 
our midst we are all going to be 
lost. 

It is rather refreshing to talk 
to someone who recognizes that 
we run dangers not only from 
Communism. Being a German, 
and an anti-Nazi, this person real- 
izes that his own country faces 
a real danger from a return to 
Nazism. He, however, has the 
courage to look into the future 
and decide that this can be reme- 
died by changing German teach- 
ing. And he insists that you must 
begin with the child before he is 
5 years old. 

* * * 

OF COURSE, if you are certain 
that the human race is not going 
to be able to resist Communism 
or Fascism during the years until 
the next generation grows up, 
then it may seem to you uninter- 
esting to study the ideas of a man 
like Dr. Ernest Theophil Thun. 
But if you have some hope that 
we are going to survive the next 
20 years, what this professor is 
doing in his institute in Peder- 
born, Germany, will interest you 
very much. 

Dr. Thun has been here to look 
at our institutions and has de- 
cided that there are some things 
he would like to copy, such as our 
method of testing children, and 


he wants to keep in close co-op- 
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eration with us in this country. 
He says a teacher should not meet 
a child just in the schoolroom but 
should watch a child at play and 
get to know him as an individ- 
ual, not just as a student. 

“I believe the ability to crit- 
icize and make independent judg- 
ment can be taught,” Dr. Thun 
says. “If German children can be 
helped to develop their full po- 
tentialities this will be the best 
insurance against a Hitler.” 

* * * 

THOSE OF US who have felt 
that one of the dangers of Ger- 
many always lay in the unques- 
tioned obedience taught the child 
will find Dr. Thun’s approach to 
the problem a hopeful sign. Per- 
haps we, in this country, should 
gain a little confidence from this 
because if Germany has time for 
education we certainly have time 
to give it consideration also. 

To: save ourselves from the 
panic and fear of the unknown, 
which we are suffering under at 
the present, we should teach our 
youngsters why democracy is im- 
portant to them. What does it 
offer them that is better than 
Communism and Fascism? What 
are the ways that you practice it 
and how do you tell the Commu- 
nist or the Fascist by his ap- 
proach to everyday life? 

If these things were known and 
understood by our children we 
need not be afraid that they 
would be lured into subversive 
activities. It would be well to 
study Dr. Thun’s Institute for 
Child Observation and see if we 
could learn something from him 
just as he says he has learned 
something from us. .

OST people accept the principle that marriage should be 
M a 50-50 proposition, but few go to the trouble of analyzing 

it very thoroughly. Surely, they say, a man and wife 
should share responsibility, privileges and benefits on an equal 
basis. This sounds fine, but there could be a situation that 
makes One pause and consider—like the one Miss C. describes: 

“I am 55 years old and have never been married. I am now 
considering marriage to a man about my own age, whose wife 
died several years ago. We are quite compatible, but I don’t 
like his idea of a 50-50 marriage. 

“He owns his own home; I own mine. He has a good job: 
so have I, Each of us will retire in a few years—or at least, be 
eligible to retire—with a good pension. His savings are con- 
siderably larger than mine. He has no dependents except a 
married son who is self-supporting.

“THE CATCH COMES in this man’s insistence that we 
must share all the expenses of our proposed joint household 
equally. I thought a man was expected to support his wife and 
in fact that the law could compel him to do so. This man 
suggests that I keep what I now have; he'll keep what he has. 
I'll buy my own clothes, pay for my own vacations, put up half 
of the money far our living expenses; he’ll do the same. In 
other words, I become his unpaid housekeeper, with not even 
the expectation of an inheritance—unless we should accumulate 
some community property, which seems impossible under this 
arrangement. Every cent he now has will eventually go to his 
son.

THIS IS CARRYING the 50-50 theory to the fullest degree, 
Miss C., but I think there is much to be said for your fiance’s 
position in the argument. With both of you employed and 
earning, your marriage would become more a matter of off- 
hour companionship than anything else. There would be little 
of the usual partnership in home-making and none in the rais- 
ing of a family. In fact, the business side of such a marriage 
looms large in the picture. 

Because you are in love, you want to join your lives to- 
gether for the comfort and happiness you find in one another's 
company. Marriage gives you these desirable things without 
extra expense to you. , What else is either of you contributing 
to this alliance? If the two of you do the housework together, 
it’s still 50-50. If he expects you to do it, that is a different 
matter.

HERE are many excellent reasons for not having a stcrm 
T door.

Vice Consul Isabel Figueredo, Newest Member of Corps Here, Is Representative of Cuba

NE of the bigger moments 

in the not very long life of 

Isabel Figueredo y Vallejo 
came one morning in this city, 
when she awoke with the realiza- 
tion that she had been dreaming 
in English 


Petite, red-haired Miss Figue- 
redo is the newest member of the 
St. Louis consular corps, and its 
only woman member; in an office 
on the seventh floor of the Ful- 
lerton building, she represents 
the Republic of Cuba. It was to 
that office, as chancellor, that 
she came on her first English- 
speaking assignment last year. 
She was jyst getting well ac- 
quainted when her government 
put her through a series of trans- 
fers, to Detroit, New York City, 
Norfolk, Va., and Montreal, in 
what amounted to a get-acquainted 
tour. After the death a few 
weeks ago of Dr. Ursulo J. Dobal, 
the preceding Cuban consul in 
St. Louis, she was promoted to 
vice consul and returned here to 
assume charge of the office. 

Cuba has been receptive for 
some years to the idea of women 
in its foreign service, and has 
25 or so stationed about the 
globe. Miss Figueredo is glad of 
this attitude, for otherwise she 


probably now would be teaching 
school instead of encouraging St. 
Louisans to drink more coffee 
with more sugar in it, to eat more 
pineapples and avocados and to 
smoke more cigars.

EACHING {is an honored pro- 
T tession in Cuba, where the 

salaries are paid by the 
Federal Government, but, as 
in e United States, there 
is a tendency to _ postpone 
the time when the _ honor 
will be augmented with suitable 
pay. The country has an interest- 
ing formula called the “millones- 
ima” that attempts to fix public 
school teachers’ salaries at a uni- 
formly high level by gearing them 


directly to the national economy. 


It provides that each teacher shall 
receive, per month, an amount 
equal to one-millionth of the total 
Government budget. This year, 
with a budget of about $300.- 
000,000, that would be around 
$300 a month, but although pay 
is better than it used to be, it 
still hasn’t got up to the full 
millonesima. 

Nevertheless, Miss Figueredo 
had planned to become a teacher 
because teaching runs in her fam- 
ily. Her mother is a retired 


teacher; her father served for 
years in the Government Ministry 
of Education, and her sister, Mer- 
cedes, who lived here for a time 
last year, teaches home economics 
in a Havana high school.

In 
some European governments, the 
rank of chancellor is on the min- 
isterial level, but in a consulate 
it usually covers the more minor 
functions of the office. 

“When my friends hear that I 
am chancellor,” Miss Figueredo 
relates, ‘they say, ‘Ohhh!’ because 
they think it is a very high office 
and I am smart to reach it so soon. 
When I tell them what it is real- 


verbs. You study Spanish verbs. 
Is it because many teachers do 
not know the language, but just 
know the verbs? I think so, but 
how can you talk with just verbs? 
I learn English better every day, 
but sometimes I am very sad be- 
cause I am confused. You have 
words that should be opposite in 
meaning that mean the same 
thing. A friend told me she was 
dressing a chicken when she was 
pulling the feathers off. I told 
her, no, she was undressing it. 

“One morning I had a big tri- 
umph—I woke up from a dream, 
all in English!

There are 50 or so persons 
of Cuban origin in the St. Louis 
area. The consulate looks after 
their interests, but its main work 
is to expedite the sizable volume 
of trade between this region and 
Cuba, and to let tourists know 
the red carpet is always out. St. 
Louis firms sell Cuba machinery 
and electric motors, textiles, 
printing inks, pork, butter, wheat 
flour, malt sirup, paint, glass and 
shoes. Cuba sends us back fruits, 
vegetables, sugar, honey, rum, to- 
bacco, coffee, and leather goods 
made of crocodile skin, including 
shoes. Shoes are one product 
that go both ways. 

Several years ago, this ex- 
change was made directly by 
ocean-going steamer that came 
up the Mississippi from Havana 
and turned around at St. Louis. 
This service had to be broken off 
because the city’s docks at the 
foot of North Market street were 
in poor repair. The city is ne- 
gotiating now to have the facili- 
ties restored and the direct 
freighter service resumed.

It must be handled with a 
courteous sympathy and _ under- 
standing of the other’s viewpoint.

The blow must be softened with 
a kindly remark and, if possible, 
a hope of future reversal.

It’s important, I 
know, to do your shopping before 
everything gets picked over.

I 
promise, though, that as soon as 
possible after it is finished, you'll 
get time for shopping. Will that 
be all right with you?”

a proverb known to every land 
that knows the Christian Bible. 

For many hundreds of years, 
people have likened someone who 
is not listened to, or not appre- 
ciated, to the “prophet without 
honour” in his own country. In 
the more recent centuries of its 
history, the metaphor has served 
specifically in allusion to writers 
or painters —or musicians — who 
have actually been ignored in 
their own country until their 
works were published or other- 
wise accepted and appreciated 
abroad. However, this literal ap- 
plication is merely of incidental 
interest in the history of a great 
Saying. 

The correct form of the words 


today is as follows: “A prophet is 


not without honour, save in his 
own country (and in his own 
house).” Its origin is in the New 
Testament, where the statement 
is found in Matthew, xiii, 57; 
in Mark, vi, 4; in Luke, iv, 24; 
in John iv, 44. In the Wyclif 
translation of the Bible, dating 
1389, the lines in Matthew, xiii, 
57, are given thus: “A prophete 
is nat with wirshipe, no but in 
his owne cuntree.” And Tyndale, 
in 1526, gave it this way: “There 
is no prophet with out honoure, 
save in hys awne countre,”

Contract 
Bridge

HE average declarer must 
T overcome the impulse to take 
out trumps at the start of 
every hand. Consider this. too- 
typical case: 
South dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
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South opened with a spade, 
North gave an extremely skimpy 
double raise, and South bid four 
spades. 

West opened with the diamond 
jack, and declarer took the trick 
on the board so as to lead and 
finesse the jack of trumps. West 
won and hammered away at dia- 
monds—and now declarer didn’t 
have a chance for his contract— 
he had to lose one trick in each 
sult. 

South was too engrossed with 
the trump department. There was 
no hurry about taking the trump 
finesse—if the king lay right, it 
could be captured at any time. 
The pressing need was to try to 
set up a heart trick for a diamond 
discard from dummy. Thus, at 
the second trick South should 
have led a heart to his own jack 
—and with that card forcing out 
the ace, he would have been on 
safe ground even though ‘the 
trump king was off-side. 


Today's Question. 
“I was West, declarer at a six- 
heart contract on the following 


“North opened a spade. How 
should I have played the hand?” 

Answer: Since the only danger 
spot was the trump suit, a safety 
play was strongly indicated. Lay 
down the trump ace, then lead 
low toward the J-5. This guards 
against Q-10-x-x in either the 
North or the South hand, The 
best way to see how this safety 
play operates is to lay out the 
heart suit, first giving North the 
Q-10-x-x, then moving this come 
bination to the South position.

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WITCH DOCTORS were fear- 
ful members of the tribe. They 
were supposed to have the power 
of life and death, and there were 
times when they did cause death. 
They knew about leaves,, bark and 
roots which could be used in 
brewing poison. The poison was 
given to their personal enemies, 
or to the enemies of people who 
employed them, 


In various parts of Africa the 
natives still believe in fetishes. 


'The Zulus had strong beliefs of 


'this sort. 


They would take a bit 


of hair from an enemy, or per- 
haps a piece of clothing, and 
'would ask a witch doctor to cast 


'a spell against the enemy.

sniff, blow, wriggle and bellow. 
There was fear about such 
things among the Zulu. They 
took special pains to guard their 
old clothing, bits of hair and cut- 
tings from fingernails.
